A demonstration was held recent­ 
ly in New York and Herbert Hoover, 
secretary of commerce, talking 
on 
the telephone in 
Washington 
200 
miles away, was plainly \isible 
to 
the audience gathered to witness the 
first test of the new device. 
Later 
a radio program was broadcast and 
the likenesses of 
the 
performers 
were transferred to the screen while 
their voices went out on the air. 
The possibilities of the 
iuturc, 
with this invention made more work­ 
able as experiments continue, 
puts 
tlie imagination to a hard test. It is 
not difficult to see in the not distant 
future people sitting at home 
wit­ 
nessing and hearing events 
many 
miles distant. Seeing the 
Olympic 
games in Europe, for example, 
is 
not regarded as an impossibility. 
Scientists, usually 
conservative, 
are enthusiastic over the success of 
the new invention, Dr. U. G. Abbott, 
acting secretary of the Smithsonian 
Institute, who lias been closely iden- 
titied with many scientific 
projects, 
said that in fifty years “ there may 
be other developments needing 
no 
apparatus whatever by 
means 
of 
which human thought may be trans­ 
mitted at the will of the sender 
by 
the process which now we dimly rec­ 
ognize a> telepathy. 
The announcement that the public 
demonstration of television had been 
successful did not create the sensa­ 
tion that other discoveries of 
the 
past have. People took it as a mat­ 
ter of fact, for progress in the field 
of radio activity in recent years has 
been so rapid that they are prepared 
to accept any improvement as some­ 
thing to he expected.

TJF7ASHINGTON — Before selling 
the family car and acquiring 
nn airplane, which is slowly be­ 
coming the fashion, it would be 
well to learn whether or not you 
are qualified to fly. 
No sense having a plane in the 
hack yard if you can’t operate it. 
The Aeronautics branch of the 
Department of Commerce is now 
engaged in testing qualifications 
of hundreds of ‘applications for 
pilot licenses, weeding out those in­ 
competents whose presence in the 
air is dangerous to themselves and 
Others. 
The aerial death toll does not yet 
threaten to approach the automo­ 
bile slaughter figures, but the gov­ 
ernment is making the air as safe 
as possible through enforcement of 
air 
traffic 
regulations 
and 
the 
licensing of all fliers engaged in 
interstate commerce as well as 
Others who want licenses. 
Apparently the qualifications are 
not unduly stiff, for ouly one out 
of the first 
hundred applicants 
failed to pass. This flier was prac­ 
tically blind in one eye and had no 
judgment of distance. 
As this is written, some 1443 
personal applications for license 
have been received, according to 
William P. MacCracken, Jr., as­ 
sistant secretary of commerce for 
aeronautics. 
Nearly half of these 
are mechanics, who must also have 
licenses. Five hundred and sixteen 
planes have also been presented for 


approval, as planes must .also bo 
licensed. 
Physical examinations are given 
by Dr. L. H. Bauer, former army 
flight, surgeon and commander of 
the army school of aviation medi­ 
cine. 
"Thu*, far,” says Dr. Bauer, "we 
have rejected one man because of 
virtual blindness, another whose 
nerves were all shot and who was 
ready to go to pieces at any mo­ 
ment and one or two for organic 
heart diseases. Such waivers as we 
have granted were for defective 
vision in cases where pilots already 
had established good flying records. 
'‘The 
prospective 
flier 
should 
keep himself fit, should train him­ 
self if he is not in good shape and 
should see an oculist if he has any 
eye defects." 
Assistant Secretary MacCracken 
says the question of pilot qualifica­ 
tions is still in a formative stage 
"like everything else in aviation.” 
At first virtually the only physi­ 
cal test was that of balance, based 
on the formation of the inner ear. 
Prospective pilots were put in re­ 
volving chairs and given similar 
tests. 
"Today more stress Is being laid 
on vision and depth position,” ex­ 
plains MacCracken. "For instance, 
to judge depth perception, we use 
a test called ‘driving the horses/ 
The applicant is given two uprights 
with a pair of reins and stands 
some 25 feet away, holding the 
reins and with the uprights at un­ 
equal distances from him. He must 
then pull one until it 1s the same 
distance from him as the other/*

•f hundreds of 'applications for 
pilot licenses, weeding out those in- 
competents whose presence ia the 
air is dangerous to themselves and 
•there. 
The aerial death toil does not yet 


threaten to approach the automo- 
bile slaughter figures, but the gov- 
ernment is making tbe air as safe 
as possible through enforcement of 
air traffic regulations and the 
licensing of all fliers engaged In 
interstate commerce as well as 
others who want licenses. 
Apparently the qualifications are 


•ot unduly stiff, for only one out 
of the first hundred applicants 
' failed to pass. This flier was prac- 
tically blind in one eye and bad no 
judgment of distance. 


As this is written, some 1443

temple of God and cast out all them 
that bought and sold in the temple 
and overthrew the table of the ouon- 
ey changers and the seats of them 
that sold doves.' 


"You ask what right he had to 


do this. The Son who has come as 
ihc prcsentative of his Father and 
is to take back to heaven a report 
lias the right to object'to the turn- 
ing of the Father's house of wor- 
ihip into a house of business and 
even that carried on in a dishonor-' 
ing way. 


"If you knew the authority back 


of Jesus-then you would know the 
right vested in Him. This is he who 
(tilled the turbulent sea when the 
disciples .work him and said 'Carest 
thon not that we perish?' He can 
speak the same peace to the souls 
of men. At his word the fig tree 
withered away. He is displeased 
with any life today that has the ap- 
pearance of usefulness 
'but is 
a 


mere cumberer of the ground, use- 
lessly occupying space. 


"This is he who added his bless- 


ing to the lad's lunteh and with it 
fed the five thousand. He cured peo- 
, . B of their diseases. His voice was 
heard in the 
tomb and 
Lazarus 


came forth. With the same author- 


ity he tells people tV "Go work -i 
my- vineyard'. But the trouble 
is 


many who hear do not 
obey. Al- 


though he has 
authority 
he. will 


have only willing obedience. 


"What is the house of God?" Is 


it merely this building in which we 
worship? It is far more than that. 
Abraham built an "altar of stones 
and God was present to receive 
worship. Moses built thc-tabornael 
and worshiped' God. 
This tempi 


into which Jesus entered- reflected 
faintly the grondnre of Solomon's 
temple but back of flll the material 
is a Divine architect. If Jesus hai1 
had a place in the life

passover he would have had also a 
place in God's temple. 


"Our bodies also^have a divine 


architect. Many have, driven him 
out of his own. On this Palm Sun 
day, Jesus, seeks admission'to 
life from which he has been e.xclud 
ed.
